He 
read from the early Puritan laws to show that 
inthe seventeenth century the Quakers were 
dencminated a “damnable sect,” and that all 
persons who encouraged their entry in the col- 
onies were subject to a fine ol 100 pounds 
as well as imprisonment. The Christian sen- 
timent of the country, and the ordinary laws, 
if enforced, were amply sufficient for dealing 
with yolygamy. He, therefore, opposed the 
bill. : 

Mr. Edmunds said the bill would not affect 
the religious affairs of the Mormons. It would 
only affect the temporal arrangements 0 
the Mormon church, so far as those arrange- 
ments contributed to the perpetration of what 
the people of the United States regarded asa 
crime. 

Mr. Morgan did not feel that he was dealing 
with an establishment of religion. It might 
pass as religion in China, or in the valley of 
Congo. Here it was an establishment, not of 
religion but of vice. The senti- 
ment of the whole people ol 
the United States was against 
it. It was an establishment opposed to the 
spirit of our national) constitution. 

A considerable debate ensued as to the legal 
effect of the provisions relating to the testi- 
mony to be given by husbands and wives, and 
some amendments of the details were made, 
but Mr. Morgan’s amendment was lost, as also 
were some amendments offered by Mr. Brown, 
as to one of which (that certain portions of the 
act should apply equally to Gentiles and Mor- 
mons}. 

Mr. Edmunds exclaimed, sotto yoce, “Oh, 
don’t put any such provision as that into a 
statute of the United States.” [Laughter. | 

Mr. Edmunds said the laws of the United 
States applied to everybody in the United 
States. 

Mr. Voorhees sent to the desk and had the 
clerk read a telegram from Salt Lake City, 
which, he said, in justice to the Utah commis- 
sioners, ought to be read. 

It was a dispatch from 
ing: “Mr. VanWyck is mistaken about the 
clerks of the commission. Theaverage perma- 
nent clerks from the beginning to date does 
not exceed three, possibly four, including the 
tcmporary clerk. Only one clerk is now cm- 
ployed.” 

Mr. Van Wyck thought it extraordinary that 
the commission did not know how many clerks 
it had. Hedid notlikethat expression, “three, 
pessibly four.”’ Perhaps if they 
employ another clerk they could 
probably find out exactly how many 
clerks they. had. [Laughter.] Taking into 
account the distance, and allowing for the mis- 
takes of telegraph, he gueseed it would turn 
cut after all that they had about the number 
of clerks he had stated, namely, six. [Great 
laughter.)

CUT TO PIECES. 


A BLOODY MURDER IN TENNES- 
SEE. 


H. C. Adams, 2 Well Known Citizen, Followed and 
Murdered by a Boon Companion—The Circum- 
stances of the Killing—Danger of Lynch- 
ing—The Details of the Affair. 


ASHLAND City, Tenn., January 7.—[Special.] 
H. C. Adams, a wealthy citizen of this place, 
was assaspinated on the roadside three miles 
north of the place. The news spread rapidly, 
and the town was in great excitement. The 
murdered man lay on his right side, his face 
towards the road, all covered with blood and 
dirt. 

THE DEAD BODY FOUND. 

Coroner Lee summoned a jury of inquest 
and proceeded to examine him. They found 
five or six cuts on his face, three on his head 
and two over his throat about three inches 
long, in half an inch of each other, and both 
severing the caroted artery on the left side. 
The clothes were wet with blood and melted 
snow. It was the most atrocious 
murder that has ever occurred in 
the country. He was drinking some and left 
here in company with Mr. Sam Ohles, Bon 
Eatherly, John Eatherly, N. A. Stewart and 
Wash Simmons. They went about four miles 
to where Simmons keeps a saloon, the only one 
in the county, and stopped awhile and wenton 
about two miles farther where Adams stopped 
and said he was going back home. 

THE DRUNKEN RIDE, 

He went back to the grocery, bought a pint 
of whisky, then got on his mule and left in 
company with Mr. Wash Simmons, Tom 
O’Brien, Bud Newland and Lee Harris. They 
had gone two or three hundred yards when 
Adams fell off his mule and was replaced 
by two of the party. Adams and 
O’Brien were riding behind the other men. 
When the men in front got on the hill they 
stopped. O’Brien rode up and said Adams had 
fallen Off his mule again down in 
the . holiow. None of | the party wen 
back to sce about him. He was 
found yesterday morning as above stated. He 
was about forty years old, a clever man and 
good citizen when not under the influence of 
whisky. Heleavesa wife and four children. 

THE CRIME FASTENED. 

The coroner’s jury spent the day investiga- 
ting and developed startling evidence by 
which the crime was fixed on Wa3h Simmons. 
Jt appears that Simmons, after reaching town, 
returned and killed and robbed Adams. He 
then went to a neighboring 
keuse, where he burned his overcoat and knife. 
This andether evidence was so overwhelming 
that Simmons confessed to having committed 
the crime, but claimed it wa3 done in self de- 
fense. As Adams was too drunk to keep his 
seat on his horse, this is not believed, and a 
ereat deal of excitement exists. 

DANGER OF LYNCHING, 

So high does the feeling run that there was 
many threats of mob violence, and the sheriif 
hassummoned astrong guard to protect the 
jail tonight. IfSimmons is not lynched to- 
night, he will be brought to Nashville in the 
morning and jailed for safe keeping.

THE BRYAN TRIAL. 


Acts of Which 
Charged. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., January 7.—-[Special.]— 
A large and expectant audience packed .the 
court roem all day, with the expectation of 
hearing read the filthy letters, onthe charge 
of writing which Wiley Bryan is now on trial. 
Tle case proceeded smoothly, and the jury 
was secured without much trouble. 

R. Dorman, father of Miss Fanny Dorman, 
who received the letters, was the only witness 
examined. He detailed the receipt of the letters 
and the mode of detection, as heretofore pub- 
lished, and identified the letters. The first 
letter was read and was very indecent. The 
others were so much more so that, by general 
consent, some portions were not read in court, 
much to the disappointment of the crowd. The 
first letter read offered to sell her certain con 
traband goods and books, promising lots of 
fun, and appointing certain streets for her to 
pass along if she wished further information. 
She was invited to bring along some discreet 
friend if she wished. Mr. Dorman took 
charge of all the letters before they were open- 
ed, and drilled his daughter and a friend, one 
of the leading belles of Nashville, in the signs 
to be made, and these they did make without 
knowing their meaning. This young lady will 
be called as a witness tomorrow. 

After Bryan’s arrest, paper was found in 
his room corresponding with the paper 
on which the letter was written having the 
same water mark and the same printed date 
line, being the letter head of the firm for which 
Bryan had worked, with the printed card torn 
off. It was learned today that through the in- 
fluence of Assistant Secretary James D. Por- 
ter, an intimate friend, Bryan had been ten- 
dered an important foreign mission, and at the 
time of his arrest was awaiting his commission, 
which was daily expected.

The Management of the Blevated Road and the 
Engineers Settle the Trouble of the Past

New Yor aary 4.—The fina! consulta- 
tion between the committee on grievances of 
the Brothe:hood of Locomotive Engineers and 
the officials of the elevated roads, took place 
as agreed upon, at the company’s office 
this afternoon.

The wages will be $3.50 per 
day for the old engineers, 33.00 for all engi- 
neers promoted from position as firemen; fire- 
men, $2.00: promoted from other roads, $1.75 
for the first six months, and 32.00 afterwards. 

“We are much pleased with the settlement,” 
said Chief Arthur. “The officials have dealt 
with us fairly and squarely, and we have ho 
fault to find.”

One of Tweed’s Ablest Chums Turns up in 
New York After a Long Exile. 
From a New York letter. 

There was some excitement at the Hoffman house 
at midnight on the announcement that the French 
steamer St. Laurent was off Sandy Hook and that 
Mr. Peter B. Sweeny was a passenger. The report 
was based on a private letter from Mr. Sweeny toa 
friend in this city, announcing his departure from 
Havre on the St. Laurent. The steamer is due at 
quarantine tomorrow, and Mr. Sweeny’s friends 
have made preparations to receive him. Mr. 5wee- 
ny isaccompanied by his wife and son, now a 
young man 19 vears old. .

BEGUN LIFE AS BOOK AGENTs. 


An Interesting Paper on an Entirely New 
Line. 


Mr. Mercer Brown writes a very interesting 
payerto THE CONSTITUTION, in which he shows 
that many of the world's most prominent person- 
&ges Started life as book agents. In the article 
Mr. Brown says: 

Book canvassing is aschool of discipline that 
never fails to fitmen for higher endeavor. Thoa- 
sands, of course, fail where one succeeds, but tle 
few who do succeed rarely fail to become famous. 
The failures in this, as well asin any other profes- 
Sion, drop out. It is to them that much of the false 
clamor against the profession is due. 

Madame de Ramusa states in her memoirs— 
that after the siege of Toulon and before he had 
succeeded by winnin the graces of 
the beautiful Creolan Widow Beauhannia’s, in 
securing the potent influence of the-corrupt dictator 
Barras, Bonaparte,then a young sous leiutenant un- 
employed atthe capital, took whe agency fora 
work entitled ‘ ‘L’ Histoire de la Revolution.” 
Boneparte’s prowess in Canvassing for this beok 
Was as conspicuous as it afterwards was in the mar- 
tial politics of a continent, and he carried his 
#gency as victoriously as he la er did the eagles of 
France. The little canvassers’ outfit of the great 
emperor, was on exhibition a‘ ' ie centennial, and 
opposite the names of the mau  rotable subscribers 
he obtained was written, in hi own handwriting, 
the significant notation ‘bon aussible,”’ which. 
rudely translated in the slang of our day, would 
mean “good as wheat.” Our own greatly 
beloved George Washington, while surveying 
Fairfax county, Virginia,in his youth took the 
agency of Boydell’s American Savage: “How he 
may be tamed by the weapons of civilization,” and 
sold over two hundred copies in and around Alex- 
andria. 

The writer might mention many others who. got 
their start in life as bodk agents. To come down 
to our own times there is J. Gould, Mark Twain, 
Brete Hart, Ralph Waldo Emerson, Longfel'ow, in 
the frontispiece of whose outfit are the skeleton 
lines of the now celebrated poem “Excelsior.’’

The New French Premier. 

M. de Freycinet has undertaken the task 
of forming a government when the French 
republic is undergoing severe trials. The 


new premier is a man of ability and moder- 


ate views, and of experience in public 
affairs. When the ‘‘moderate’’ government 
of 1881 went to pieces, M. de Freycinet be- 
came premier, but the Egyptian question 
overthrew his cabinet, and he was sueceeded 
He has scarcely, however, 
been out of office during the last ten years, 


and the. fortunes of politics have again 
placed the chief responsibility in his hands. 

He takes hold at a time of doubt, depres- 
sion and detraction. The country is in a 
bad way financially. Heavy as the taxes 
are the treasury is empty, and the new 
government will have great difficulty in 
raising the revenue required. Business 1s 
very dull, and there are silent factories in 
al] the manufacturing towns. Employment 
‘s scarce, and the discontent among the 
masses is ominons. 

Then, too, there is the wretched colonial 
policy that M. Ferry inflicted upon the 
country. This policy has brought the coun- 
try great losses of blood and treasure with 
no compensation in honor and glory. It has 
wrecked two ministries, and the Tonquin 
trouble is as pressing and embarrassing as at 
any previous time. Happily for the republic 
the Madagascar war has been settled. 

Altogether the new government will have 
many problems to face, and no one expects 
't to last long. At this writing the compo- 
sition of the cabinet has not been announced, 
but both the list of the cabinet and its pro- 
yramme must soon be laid before the depu- 
ties. and then the strife will be begun. If 
the new premier retains office a twelvemonth 
he will surprise his best friends and disap-

A Letter From Dr. T. O. Powell, of the Lunatic 


Asylum, Informing the Ordinary of Lunatics 
to be Sent Home—Various Matters Come 
Up Before the Board—Other News,

The regular monthly meeting of the commis- 
cioners of roads and revenues was held yester- 
day, and several very interesting matters came 
Dp. 


Ordinary Calhoun appeared before the board | 


and read a létter from Dr. T. O. Powell, super- 
intendent of the state asylum for the insane. 
The letter enclosed a copy of the recent act of 
the legislature directing that incurable lunatics 
who are harmless should be returned to the 
counties from which they had been sent. Dr. 
Powell stated that the trustees 
of , the asylum had «directed him 
to give thirty @ays notice to the 
otdindries of the sevéral counties and under 
the law Fulton would:-have four lunatics re- 
turted to her care, They will be: Miss Nancy 
Bratton and Andrew J. McGuire, who are 
white, and Mollie Anderson and Samuel Dar- 
den, who are colored. The county hasalready 
on its hands two lunatics. When the four 
now in the asylum are returned there will be 
six and the question of providing for tiem 
will be an exceedingly interesting and im- 
portant one. 

Commissioner Inman asked: .‘‘What will we 
do with them’”’ 

“That is the point,” said Commissioner Hun- 
nicutt. 

“If we open anasylum, where will the end 
be?” asked Commissioner Murphy. 

“But how are you going to get out of open- 
ing it?’ queried Commissioner Hunnicutt. 

“Our representatives in the legislature ought 
to have opposed it,” said .Commissioner Mur- 
phy. “It is ridiculous to talk about estab- 
lishing an asylum in every county,’ 

“It is particularly a state question,” ob- 
served Clerk Cooper. 

“Certainly,” added 
cutt. 

So the board unanimously decided that the 
new law was a double and twisted fraud, 

Mayor Hillyer appeared before the board and 
stated that a complaint had been lodged with 
bim that the county convicts were working 
nearer to the center of the city than the law 
allows. A discussion of the matter developed 
the fact that there was no ground forcomplaint, 
as the convicts referred to are cngaged on An- 
derson street, which is near the city limits. 

Petitions were read from George Standing 
and J. W. Bohannon, of West Ind, putting in 
bills for damages to plastering, etc., caused by 
explosions in the West End rock quarry. These 
were referred to a committee for further e«- 
amination. 

A petition from Washington street property 
owners was read. It asked that Washington 
street be opened between Ormond and Mce- 
Daniel streets. This matter was also referred 
to a committee. 

Commissioner Anthony Murphy, chairman 
of the committee on alms house, made a report. 
He stated that the making of brick by the fe- 
maleconvicts ofthe county was begun last April 
and that over 500,000 brick had been made. 
Four hundred thousand had been put into the 
new alms house. Everything. he said, was in 
good shape and ten of the twenty-tworooms 
are occupied. The building cost about eight 
thousand dollars. Seventy-five or eighty pau- 
pers can be accommodated, and 125,000 brick 
remain for use in building stables, 

The clerk was authorized to advertise for 
bids for the ’construction of a bridge to be 
known as Brown’s bridge, across Nancys creek 

The commissioners discussed at some length 
the improvement of the country roads, and 
somie good work in that direction may be ex- 
pected. The board adjourned to meet next 
Tuesday, at which time road commissioners 
will be appointed.

The Northwestern Mutual life insurance 
company vs. Susan D. Harwood, Henry Har- 
wood and Susun D. D. Harwood, next friend 
to Fannie, Susan and Abbie Harwood, is the 
sounding ofa case filed in the United States 
court afew days ago. Several firms in New 
York, Chicago and other cities are parties de- 
fendant. 

It will be remembered that several months 
ago Norman B, Harwood died in Florida, from 
the effects of a fall from a horse, and that he 
had over two hundred thousand dollars -life 
insurance. Twenty thousand dollars of this 
sum was in the Northwestern Mutual.

The 
Northwestern say they are ready and willing 
to pay the money to the widow or to the 
creditors of the deceased, as the court 
shall decide.

THE ARTESIAN WELL. 


The Flow of Flax Seed—The Tests That are 
Being MAade. 

It isan eager and speculative crowd, that 
from morning until nightjsurrounds the spout 
of the artesian well, 

If the pump stops for a moment the theory 
‘< at once set afloat that the well has failed. A 
dirty tumbler convinces the crowd that the 
water is impute. On yesterday one man who , 
soused his cup into the gushing stream, found 
when he withdrew it that he had a flax seed 
in the water. “By Jeminy,” he said: “this 
water certainly comes from off a 
meadow, for here’s flax seed in it, Thers 1s 
not any flax seed nearer than the north ‘;eor- 
gia moustains, and here is a flax seed tha. has 
come all the way.” 

He was questioned closely as to whether or 
not his tumbler was clean when he put it under 
the spout, and swore that it-was. The finding 
of the flax seed in the water then became the 
nucleus ofathbeory that brought the water 
from the flax patch of North Carolina. Inside 
the inclosure there was an explanation nearer 
home. 

Mayer Hillyer, who has studied the well 
closely, became satisfied that there were a 
dozen different veins that fed it. He determ- 
ined to give each vein an exhaustive and sep- 
erate trial, to see just how much it would 
furnish, and ascertain the quality of the water. 
The best way to cut off the water contiguous 
to any vein, is to take a leathern bag that just 
fits the well, and pack it full of flax seed, then 
drive it down to the point where the flow of 
water is to be stopped, and pour water on it. 
The water causes the. flax seed to swell, and 
make-an air tight cork for the well. It was 
one of the flax seed that escaped from this 
leathern bag that found its way through the 
spout, and evoked visions of distant pastures. 

Mr, Hillyer says: “We are determined to 
give the ‘well an exhaustive and 
analytical trial. We are going 
to test the capacity aud the quality of every 
vein, and make a map of the well from top to 
bottom. The present pump has a capacity ot 
over one hundred and fifty gallons to the min- 
ute. We are going to putin a six-inch pump 
with very much larger capacity. It may ex- 
haust what our present pump has found ex- 
haustless.”’ 

“What have you settled, so far?” 

‘First, that the water is pure. Second, that 
there isa supply one hundred and two feet 
from the surface that our, pump cannot ex- 
haust. Third, that there is a supply sixty- 
two feet from the surface that would run by a 
syphon continuously,” 

“Do you think the experiment will be 
with a syphon?”’ 

“It unquestionably should be. We could 
easily select a point ene hundred feet lower 
than the well. By putting asyphon down 
sixty feet 1 think we might get a continuous 
flow. That experiment could be made without 
much cost, and we certainly ought to make it. 
In other words, the well ought to be tested. 
patiently, carefully and thoroughly, and we 
are going to do it,” 

“What do you think of a private compan? 
supplying the city with water ?” 

“Jam glad you asked me that, for 1 want to 
say that I am earhestly opposed to putting the 
privilege of furnishing this city with water in 
the hands of any private company. Taking 
other cities asa hasis, and JI have studied the 
matter carefully, the water rents of this cits 
ought to be one hundred thousand dollars for 
a satisfactory and abundant water service. 
The water rents for the city of Baltimore are 
$1.900,000.00. In building the waterworks, 
therefore, the city is not incurring a dead ex- 
pense but is making an investment that ought 
easily to pay its own interest, and provide a 
sinking fund to pay the principal. I agree 
with the Tur CONSTITUTION that the city 
should never surrender to any private compa- 
ny the right to furnish water for the city.

A Prospect that George T. Jackson will Wear 
Convict Stripes—A Scene in Court, 

Yesterday the argument in the George T. 
Jackson embezzlement case was concluded in 
the supreme court. J.C. C. Black opened the 
argument in favor of Jackson and was followed 
by Solicitor General Boykin Wright,who spoke 
for the prosecution. Mr. H. Clay Fosterclosed 
in favor of Jackson. 

The questions propounded by the court dur- 
ing the argument, seemed to indicate 
that nice technicalities and fine  theoret- 
ical distinetions as a means of 
defense were‘not favored ‘by the court. The 
policy seemed to be to hear and decide the sub- 
stance of the case and to render a judgment on 
the real merits rather than on technicalties. It 
is pretty well agreed among those who heard 
the argument that the decision will be against 
Jackson, and that he will have to go to the 
chaingang. 

In the courte of Major Black's argument he 
insisted that the indictment charged a number 
of different appropriations of funds by 
Jackson, He insisted also that 
these constituted separate offenses and 
could not be joined in a single indietment, and 
that this indictment was defective in attempt- 
ing to lump or sum up the various transactions 
and charge the defendant in a single count 
with the embezzlement of the sum total. 

“What was the amount?’ inquired Chief 
Justice Jackson.
